Price of Wheat 


Raised to $1 35 


An increase in the initial price 
of wheat from $1.25 to $1.35 a 
Lushel, effective for a five-year per- 
iod. and removal of the pegged ex- 
port price of $1.55 on sales to non- 
contracting countries has been an- 
nounced 

The announcement was made in 
the Commons by Trade Minister 
MacKinnon who diclosed these de- 
velopments in a 1,000 word state- 
ment 

1. The initial price to western 
producers has been raised 10 cents 
a busbel to $1.35, retroactive to 


August 1, 1945, and will remain at) 


that level until July 31, 1950. 
2. The 1945 - 46 deliveries, 


based on the former rate of $1.25, | 


will be brought up to the $1.35 
basis by payment to producers of a 
flat 10 cents a bushel on all grades. 
Unofficial estimates said this pay- 
ment would total $24,000,000. 

3. The participation payment 
on the 1944 crop will be “upward 
of 16 cents a bushel. 

4. The peaued export price of 
$1.55 a bushel has been removed

Ball and other games may be play- 
ed. 

The Legion's contribution to the 
Centre will, it is hoped, be a beau- 
tiful as well as useful building. The 
members want it to be truly sym- 
bolic in a memorial sense. 

The ground plan is most com- 
prehensive. It provides for the act- 
ivities of various organizations, 
should they desire to participate. 

It the centre forefront is the 
auditorium, and adjacent thereto 
are ground plans of a swimming 
pool, skating and hockey rink, four 
sheets of ice for the curling frater- 
nity, tennis courts, playground for 
the smaller children, a soft ball 
diamond, and quite a large area is 
reserved for the parking of cars. 
A central heating unit may be in- 
stalled if required. The plans may 
be seen at the offices of C. E. 
Reiber and W. A. Austin. 

It is understood that the Dids- 
bury Town Council is favourably 
disposed to setting aside an area of 
land for the centre. 

The Community Centre idea is 
a coming feature in many com- 
munities, and especially rural com- 
munities throughout Canada. Not 
only will it strengthen the bond of 
friendship between town and 
country, but it will provide educa- 
tional and recreational facilities for 
old and young alike. The boy and 

'girl from the country attending 
High School will find an outlet for 
their leisure hour energies, in clean 
recreation for mind and body. The 
lack of such facilities in the smaller 
places has been a deplorable want 
in the past. 

While the Legion, the Lions Club 
the Curling Club, the Rinks Limit- 
| ed, the Womens Institutes, the I. O. 
D. E. the U. F. A. and A. F. U., may 
all sponsor and assist in the opera- 
tion of certain projects of the cen- 
tre, it should be remembered that 
the public generally is the real 
fostering parent. The Centre as a 
whole is not intended for the sole 
use and enjoyment of any particu- 
lar group or organization, but for 
the whole community - Didsbury 
and the surrounding farming dis- 
trict. There will be a governing 
council, having representatives on 
its board from all organizations 
concerned,
